Doctor Oliver Everett d ied at his home 
in this city at eight o’clock this morn in g, 
aged n early seven ty-seven 
years. 
Al­ 
though his health has been failin g for the 
past two or three years an d he has been 
very feeble at times, an d therefore we 
may say that this sad an n oun cemen t was 
n ot un ex pected , still the report to-d ay 
that passed froru on e to an other of our 
citizen s, “ Doctor Everett is d ead ,” caused 
a gloom to pervad e this en tire commun ity. 
He had been ill a n umber of d ays but 
was n ot con sid ered d an gerous an d there­ 
fore we may say that d eath was quite 
sud d en . 
His frien d s were n ot prepared 
for it. 
T he T elegrafi ! has been called 
upon of late years, from time ti» time, to 
an n oun ce the d eath of man y old settlers 
who; man y promin en t citizen s of marked 
ability, but in all tlAt list we d o n ot re­ 
call a n ame which, takin g them all in all, 
scholarship, 
in tellectual 
power, 
good 
jud gmen t, hon esty an d morality, that 
will make a brighter or more cred itable 
page in the history of Dix on than the 
n ame of Doctor Everett. 
His d eath will 
be gen erally lamen ted . 
Oliver Everett 
was born at Washin gton , Massachusetts, 
September 12, 1811, an d was d escen d ed of 
old New En glan d stock; the great orator, 
Ed ward Everett, bein g a cousin . 
When 
eight years of age his father retn ov< d to 
Cumin gtou, the same State, where the 
boy Oliver atten d ed school un til he en ­ 
tered the Berkshire med icai school, con ­ 
n ected with Williams College, where he 
grad uated in 1836. 
In that year he d e 
parted for what was then truly the “ wild 
west,” an d after lookin g about a short 
time located at what was then kn own as 
Dix on ’s Ferry. 
Here heat on ee en gaged 
in the practice of his profession , at which 
he con tin ued un til a few' years ago W'hen 
he retired . 
At the timeof his arrival an d 
for some time thereafter he was the on ly 
practition er here. 
At the time of his 
d eath he had resid ed here for a lon ger 
con tin uous period than an y on e p< rson 
then livin g In 1863 he w-aselected mayor 
of the city an d from 1860 to 1873 he wTas 
a member of the board of trustees of the 
State asylum lor the in san e at Elgin . He 
has alw’ays taken a great in terest in scien ­ 
tific matters, an d especially in the lin e of 
saturai history; an d he accumulated a 
vast variety of specimen s; n ow compos­ 
in g on e of the fin est cabin ets in the State. 
He has mad e some very remarkable geo 
logical 
d iscoveries 
in his 
researches 
through the ston e quarries of this vicin ity 
an d alon g the ban ks of Rock river; an d 
has furn ished specimen s of fossil sprin ges 
that have aston ished the scien tist of the 
world . 
lie has quite a fame amon g the 
geologists of thè State an d the coun try. 
His botan ical collection is also very large 
an d valuable. 
The Doctor w as first mar 
ried in 1838 with Miss Emily Everett, at 
Prin ceton , this State, who d ied a few 
years later. 
Of this marriage was born a 
d aughter, Miss Emily Everett, who d ied 
man y years ago of con sumption . 
He was 
again married to Miss Bessie Law, (sister 
of Dr. Law) in this city, who# d ied May 
4tb, 1881. 
Three child ren blessed the lat­ 
ter un ion :* Dr. W. L. Everett, who d ied 
in October 1873, aged about tw'en ty four 
years; Dr. J. M. Everett, in practice n ow 
at DeKalb, an d a d aughter, (Grace) Mrs. 
Wm. N. John son , with whom the Doctor 
has resid ed up to the time of his d eath. 
The fun eral services will take place from 
the resid en ce at four o’clock Thursd ay 
aftern oon . 
From two to five o’clock to­ 
morrow aftern oon the remain s can be 
seen by frien d s; the casket will n ot be 
open ed at the fun eral.

bluff. 
However, whether or n ot ihecom­ 
pan y is in earn est in givin g the n otice, 
‘ i there is n othin g more certain than that 
the d ifficulty between the city an d the 
water compan y must be settled in the 
n ear future. 
Had the city ad opted the 
suggestion mad e by T u b T e l e g r a p h soon 
after the water works were accepted , that 
is, preserved an d kept the old city pumps, 
hyd ran t3 an d main s in position , the city 
would n ow be in a happy con d ition of in ­ 
d epen d en ce in the matter of fire protec­ 
tion in the busin ess portion thereof. And, 
in d eed , had the old city water works re­ 
mained as we adv ised, with little addi­ 
tio nal ex pense pipes mig ht no w be ex ­ 
tended to the scho o ls and facto ries. But 


the water works be n ot accepted un til ef­ 
ficien t service an d pure water should be 
assured ; but its ad vice was ign ored . Then 
this paper begged that the old city water 
works be n ot d estroyed , for we could 
<?lc*arly foresee an d called atten tion to the 
trouble that n ow ex ists. 
There is uo 
cred it d ue for this as it w*as in evitable. 
We would again suggest that when the 
city settles the matter with the water 
compan y it shall be for all time 
There 
should , furthermore, be n o Settlemen t ex ­ 
cept on a basis that there slmll be good , 
pure water furn ished as was stipulated iu 
the origin al con tract. 
The on ly certain 
way to d o this, without the gr**at ex pen se 
of relayin g the pipes, is by sin kin g arte­ 
sian wells as we have heretofore suggest­ 
ed an d ihe city should in sist that this be 
d on e. 
Artesian water would n ot freeze 
in the "pipes an d the hyd ran ts with it 
could be open ed d urin g the moist in ten se 
ly cold weather without an y sort of d am­ 
age.

lom says Mr. Fuller is an ex cellent lawyer 
and will make an ex cellent chief justice 
» Senator Spooner speaks in the highest terms 
of Mr. Fuller, and says he is a man of pro 
found learning and eminent respectab ility, 
No opposition from Repub lican senators to 
his con firma tí'U is apprehended. 
Judge 
Cooley, chairman of the inter-state com 
mcree commission at once w ired his eongrat 
ulations to Mr. Fuller. He says the appoint 
ment is in every way a fit one, and that Mr.

W liat R ockefeller D on’t K now —The Com 
rnittee’s D ignity In Danger. 


W as h in g t o n C it y , May 1.—In the contin­ 
uation of the investigation of trusts yester­ 
day by the manufacturers’ committee of the 
house, Mr. J ohn D. Rockefeller, president of 
the Standard Oil trust, was examined. 
He 
seemed to kAow very little about the facts 
sought to be discovered by counsel, but 
agreed to furnish the information when he 
returned to New 
York. 
The questions 
asked were as to the number of barrels of ol 
refined by the Standard Od company in 1887, 
the capacity of the refineries merged in the 
trust since the beginning of 18 8 8 , and the 
character of the natugil gas interests of the 
company in Indiana. 
He said that the only 
oil product that competed with American pe­ 
troleum was the Russian; that the company 
had no agents abroad; that it had never tried 
to secure an interest in the Russian oil fields 
or products. 
He denied that the » Standard 
trust was interested in any other forms of 
business, save that pertaining to the oil in­ 
dustry 
» Smith [of the committee]—Are you con 
nected with the iron b usiness? Rockefeller 
[with a smile]—No. 
“Are you in the soap b usiness?*’ “No.” 
Smith—Mr. Rockefeller, tho » Standard oil 
witnesses that this committee has tried to ex ­ 
amine have shown a marvellous shortness 
of 
memory ab out their ow n b usiness, and [ex 
citedly] wo all know that you are engaged 
in 
an immense b usiness, and none of you seem 
to know anything ab out it. 
Rockefeller— I 
would b e glad, Mr. Smith, to tell you 
any­ 
thing that I knew ab out my b usiness. 
In answer to questions 
b y Buchanan, 
Rockefeller said the trust had l>een formed 
since January, 18 8 3; he had never seen its 
b ooks; trustees meet once a quarter in New 
York; the record of money received from 
the various refineries and }>aid to the trustees 
is kept b y » Secretary Flagler, these records 
are now at 26 Broadway, New York. In 
conclusion, Rockefeller agreed, at the 
re­ 
quest of Counsel Gowen, to furnish 
the 
amount of trust certificates issued against 
the stock of the merged refinery companies. 
George IF. Taylor, the auditor of the Penn­ 
sylvania railroad, was placed on » the stand 
and sworn, w hen Air. John Scott, counsel for 
the Pennsylvania railroad, entered a protest 
in the name of the company against the ex ­ 
amination of the witness b y counsel. 
He 
held that tjio committee has no power to em­ 
ploy counsel without the consent of congress, 
and also that it was not proper for the com­ 
mittee to employ Air. Gowen, whom he b e­ 
lieved to b e an attorney for the Tidewater 
Foie J.ino company, which Is a part of the 
National Transit company, an association 
pooled with the Standard Oil trust. 
Gowen 
replied that he had resigned his connection 
with tlie Pipe Line company, and denounced 
the statement as false and malicious. 
The committee, after sharp cross-firing b e­ 
tween Scott and Gowen, went into ex ecutive 
session to consider the question raised. 
Half 
an hour later the chairman announced that 
the point made b y » Scott was overruled. 
» Scott thereupon stated that ho should in­ 
struct th© witnesses of the Pennsylvania rail­ 
road to decline to answer questions from 
counsel, or from anyb ody ex cept memb ers of 
the committee. 
Taylor was then put on the 
stand, b ut b y advice from Scott he refused 
to answer questions put b y Gowen.

The system of carrying burdens on 
ship wag ons is receiving attention, and, 
it is arg ued, if a vessel can safely carry 
a heavy freig ht over stormy seas, where 
half her hull is sometimes out of water, 
pounded by the waves that break upon 
her decks or drive upon her abeam, toss­ 
ing her in their fury from crest to crest, 
and dropping her suddenly into g reat 
“troug hs of the sea,” it is idle to suppose 
that she cannot safely carry her burden 
when lifted g ently into a “cradle,” and 
borne smoothly and steadily aloilg over 
solid rails of steel.

FOREST POLICY OF JAPAN. 


A lla va rfnn lim ited to D irect I t—P rep­ 
a ra tio n fo r a '2‘ira ber Supply. 
Net long ag o, without any flourish of 
announcement or departure, a quiet, 
scholarly g entleman in the vig or of early 
manhood passed throug h this city on an 
important mission to Japan, where he is 
to g ive instruction in the science and 
practice of forestry as known in the test 
schools of Europe,* and to direct to a cer­ 
tain extent the forest policy of the em­ 
pire. 
Dr. Heinrich Mayr is a forest offi­ 
cer of the Bavarian g overnment and lec­ 
turer on sylviculture in the University cf 
Munich. 
Two years ag o he crossed the 
United States throug h the Lake reg ion 
and the northwest to Oreg on, and now 
he proposes to study the southern forests, 
g oing throug h the Alleg heny reg ion anil 
crossing Texas tt» California, 
'Ibis is in 
preparation for a report to his g overn­ 
ment on American forests. 
From San 
Francisco he will sail to Japan, where lie 
will te professor of sylviculture and 
forest botany in the University of Tokio, 
besides taking charg e of the actual forest 
work of the empire during an extended 
leave of absence from his j>ost in Bavaria. 
In reply to some inquiries by a reporter 
Dr. Mayr said that althoug h there was 
abundant timber in Japan and a wonder­ 
ful richness in arborescent species when 
compared with the sylva of Europe, still 
serious inroads had teen made upon the 
forest wealth of the empire. 
During the 
civil war many forests owned by the 
daimios were destroyed, anti the g overn­ 
ment intended to nature them. 
Besides 
this many of the mountain slopes, al­ 
thoug h thickly wovxled, were clothed 
with species 
not 
esteemed valuable. 
There are vast stretches of teechwoods, 
the trees 
teing 
apparently 
identical 
botanically with the European I>eech, al­ 
thoug h the wood is lig hter in color. 
Beech is considered a useful wood in 
Europe, but there are many better kinds 
in Japan, and the g overnment proposes 
to substitute some of these* for the in­ 
ferior species, 
Notable among the valuable timber 
trees is the eryptomesia, a conifer, siieei- 
mens of which are not rare in the orna­ 
mental plantations of this country, 
A 
few of them are g rowing in the Ramble 
of Central Park. 
This tree is closely 
allied to the American sequoias, the rt*d 
wood and the big trees. 
When a traveler 
fresh from the Sierras first sees a forest 
o f eryptomesia he will have no other 
tho uglU than that they are identical with 
the American trees. 
They have, too, all 
the go o d qualities o f redwood—lig ht, 
straight g rained, easily worked, durable. 
Betides these a species o f planera, to me 
o f the o aks and perhaps so me o ther de- 


Co tto n Gins fo r China. 
On a visit a few days ag o to Ning po, 1 
was informed that if the Americans 
would make a hand cotton g in for the 
Chinese it would meet with a ready and 
profitable sale. 
There is a Japanese g in 
of this kind worked by foot, but it does 
not pick the seed well and is but partially 
adapted for its purpose. 
If the inventive
